This year has made the Middle 
Ages topical. Cathedrals of Britain 
organized a summer pilgrimage 
scheme for the benefit of the unenm- 
ployed which was based on the Can- 
terbury Pilgrimages ‘that furnished 
Goeffrey Chaucer material for his fa- 
mous Tales. Now Mr. A. C. R. Car- 
ter, a member of the Round Table 
Club, has proposed that chairs of 
Chivalry should be established in the 
universities, to be held by professors 
thoroughly acquainted with medieval 
romances. 

The guiding purpose of Mr. Car- 
ter's idea which has gained the sup- 
port of influential,individuals is that 
these professorships would help to re- 
vive in private, national, and interna- 
tional affairs that gallant and gen- 
erous temper’ ‘associated with the 
stories of Arthur and Lancelot, the 
Chevalier Bayard, Sir Philip Sidney, 
and other heroes. 

To be sure it has been pointed out 
that the ages of chivalry were by 
no means as chivalrous as is popular- 
ly supposed. Though generally prais- 
ed for their treatment of 
they regarded it as entirely proper 
for a man to settle an argument with 
nis wife by blows instead of by more 
reisonable measures. But an ideal 
is none the less an 


chivalry, which is thé union of kind- 
ness with grace and good manners, iS 
every bit as valuable today as if it 
had once been fully achieved. 

The ideal synthesis of chivalry has 
not even yet been achieved but is 
worth achieving. ‘Each individual 
can do something to realize it in his 
own experience without waiting for 
Mr. Carter's professors, who 
then, indeed, if ever they come into 
being, find that age of chivalry is an 


actual contemporary, rather than a
